WHITEHOUSECEREMONY 


In a Driving. Rainstorm the French Ambassador and 
Secretary and Secretary of State Day and Assist- 
ants Proceed to the Appointed Place — Signa- 
tures Affixed and the Seal of the United States 
Attached in the Presence of President McKinley. 
First Incident of the Kind to Take Place in the 
Historic Mansion—The Chief Executive Clasps 
the Hand of Our Sister Republic’s Representa- 
tive — Proclamation Suspending Military and 
Naval Operations Then Signed. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] | 

WASHINGTON, August 12,—With simplicity in keeping 
with Republican institutions, the war which has raged between 
Spain and the United States for a period of three months and 
twenty-two days, was quietly terminated at 23 minutes past 4 
\e'steck this sfeinoon when Secretary Day, isr the United: 
States, and M. Cambon, for Spain, in the presence of President 
McKinley, signed a protocol which will form the basis ofa a 
definite treaty of peace, 

~The closing chapter of events which led up to the signing 
of the protocol and the cessation of hostilities was full of inter- 
est. There were rumors in the early morning that over night 
the French embassy had received the long-expected final in- 
structions from Madrid, but these, upon inquiry, proved ground, 
less, as it was not until 12;30 o'ciock that the note began to 
come from Madrid in small lots. The State Department was 
soon advised of the fact that the message was under transmis- 
sion, but as it was evident that it would be long, and that its 
reception would occupy much time, the Secretary of State left 
the State Department for his luncheon. 

At 2:45 o'clock Secretary Thiebaut of the French embassy 
appeared at the State Department to inform Secretary Day that 
the Ambassador was in full posession of the note; was fully em- 
powered to sign the protocol for Spain, and only awaited the 
pleasure of the State Department. He intimated that the Am- 
bassador would be pleased to have the final ceremony conducted 
in the presence of President McKinley, where the negotiations 
were begun, Leaving the Secretary of the embassy in his own 
office, Secretary Day made a short visit to the White House to 
learn the President's wishes in the matter. The latter imme- 
diately consented to accept the suggestion, and M. Thicbaut 
hastened to inform his principal that the President would receive 
him at the White House at 4 o'clock, 

At the appointed hour a driving rainstorm prevailed, obi 
ging all parties to resort to carriages for transportation to the 
White House, 
under his arm, enclosing copies of the protocol, the proclamation 
to be issued by the President stopping hostilities and some other 
necessary papers. He was accompanied by Assistant Secretary 
Moore, Second Assistant Secretary Adee and Third Assistant 
Secretary Cridler. They went immediately into the Cabinet 
room where the President sat in waiting. He had invited to te 
present Assistant Secretaries Pruden and Cortelyou and Lieut. 
Col, Montgomery. When Ambassador Cambon reached the 
White House it was just 3:55 o'clock, five minutes in advance 
of the appointed hour, 

The rain was still violent, and the Ambassador abandoned 
his usual custom of alighting at the outer gates of the executive 
grounds, He was driven under the porte cochere, passing 
through a cordon of newspaper men before he and Secretary 
Thiebaut were ushered inside, They went directly to the li- 
brary adjoining the Cabinet room on the upper floor, At 405 
o'clock they were announced to the waiting party in the Cabi 
net room, and were ushered into their presence, After an ex-

A PEACE TREATY. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 12. — While 
the document signed today is properly 
enough described as a protocol, it is 
still technically something more than 
that. So far as it goes, this protocol 
is absolutely a peace treaty. Thus, 
having provided for the disposition of 
Cuba, Porto Rico and one of the La- 
drone Islands, there is nothing more 
for any peace commission to do in 
relation to those subjects. Their fate 
is sealed, and the protocol in that re- 
spect is as binding as any definite 
treaty of peace. It was such a protocol 
as this that was signed by President 
Thiers and Prince Bismarck to ter- 
minate the Franco-Prussian war, and 
the conditions therein laid down were 
not even subject to revision at the 
hands of the peace commission that 
followed, | 
| Many details remain to be agreed 
upon which are not even referred to 
in the protocol. Such of these as re- 
late to purely naval subjects will be 
referred to a military commission. 
This commission may encounter some 
difficulty in making a disposition of 
the Spanish soldiers in Cuba and Porto 
Rico, and the military and naval pris- 
oners now in the United States. The 
Spanish government is showing a re- 
\markable unwillingness to provide for 
the return of these soldiers and sail- 
ors to Spain. This has gone so far as 
to lay the Spanish government open to 
the charge of indifference to the fate 
of the men who struggled for her 

cause. 

European advices received here from 
private sources throw light upon this, 
saying that the Spanish government is 
apprehensive that the returning war- 
riors will join the Carlists and break 
out in open rebellion against the politi- 
cal dynasty. It is probable the mili- 
tary commission will be clothed with 
adequate power to deal with this ques- 
tion in the interest of the United 
States.

MAKING HER PEACE. 


Spain Trying to Quiet Things 
at Home, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

MADRID, Aug. 12, 10 a. m.—The 
question of the acceptance of the pro- 
tocol having been finally settled, and 
its signature explicitly and definitely 
authorized, the government is now 
considerisg the domestic situation for 
the best means of allaying the excite- 
ment ani propagating the idea that 
Spain's gurrender is not 50 complete 
as indicated by the bald terms of the 
protocol. As the first step in this di- 
rection, a semi-official note has been 
issued. It is as folows: 

“The government is of the opinion 
that the most critical period of the 
peace hegotiations has now arrived, 
as it depends upon the arrangement 
of details as to whether the peace will 
be more or less advantageous. 

“Spain wishes to preserve her sov- 
ereignty over the whole of the Philip- 
pines, to which she proposes to accord 
all political and administrative re- 
forms consistent with the maintenance 
of her sovereignty. 

‘In regard to the evacuation of Cuba 
and Porto Rico, it will be asked that 
the army be allowed to depart honor- 
ably, and that assurance be_ given 
guaranteeing that Spanish and foreign 
inferests will not suffer. The army 
which has not been conqtered, will 
return to Spain with its guns, arms 
and munitions. 

“In regard to the Cuban debt, as the 
United States refuses to assume it, 
Spain will endeavor to arrange with 
the Cuban treasury to pay it when the 
island is able. The question of a 
treaty of commerce will lead to con- 
siderable discussion, and the matter 
will be submitted to a commission of 
diplomats, under the presidency of 
Sefior Castillo.” 

The Liberal thinks the only bright 
feature of the peace treaty is the im- 
mediate suspension of hostflities, ‘‘so 
that our unhappy soldiers will no 
longer have to die without knowing 
the wherefor.” Continuing, the Lib- 
eral congratulates the country upon 
the fact that the war is ended, though 
Spanish rule in America is completely 
terminated, and says: “We reserve 
the right to criticise the protocol when 
freedom is restored to the press.” In 
conclusion the Liberal says: ‘Those 
who pretend that the events of the last 
three years were accidents which do 
not affect Spanish history, are deceiy- 
ing themselves.”

LONDON, Aug. 12.—[Exclusive Dis- 
paih.] The Standard, commenting 
on tie signing of the protocol, says: 

‘hus ends one of the most swiftly- 
decisive wars in history. Spanish rule 
disappears from the West. The con- 
querers have problems of great diffi- 
culty before -them. Doubtless they 
will face them with patriotic reso- 
lution.” 

The Daily News says: “August 12, 
1898, will be a memorable day in ‘the 
history of the’ world. It is the day 
which witnessed the death of one fam- 
ous empire and the birth of another, 
destined, perhaps, to more -enduring 
fame. It must be admitted that the 
results achieved are a substantial rec- 
ord for four months of war.”’ 

The paper discusses the decadence of 
Spain in connection with the conten- 
tion that France and Italy have become 
stationary, and predicts the ultimate 
disappearance of the Latin race as a 
factor in the human drama. 

The Chronicle says: “The Ameri- 
can people will never regret the sac-. 
rifices they have made to remove the 
Spanish colonies from the map. It 
adds that many more difficulties and 
sacrifices await them, but the result 
will be the growth of freedom and the 
extension of human happiness and 
prosperity.” 

The Morning Post says that the 
protocol leaves open two questions, re- 
garding which future difficulties may 
not concern the United States and 
Spain alone, are likely to arise. It 
advises Spain, assuming that the 
United States only holds Manila, to 
sell the Philippines. 

The Daily Telegraph is impressed by 
the indifference of the bulk of the 
Spanish nation to sentiment or na- 
tional pride which seems to be extinct. 
For this reason national life in the 
true sense of the word must sooner or 
later cease to exist. 

TREATY OF COMMERCE.

These are the advance no- 
tices of prosperity. From California 
comes the following dispatch from 
Hugh Craig, president of the San Fran- 
cisco Chamber of Commerce. 

“Unfortunately, California is the ex- 
ception throughout the entire Union 
in agricultural products. Withal, we 
are not despairing, for good prices are 
being obtained for what little we have. 
Our manufacturories are busy, the 
annexation of Hawaii, the transporta- 
tion of twenty thousand troops to Ha- 
waii and the Philippines with the enor- 
mous stores and supplies which the 
United States Commissary Department 
must keep on hand for its large fam- 
ily means expansion in clothing and 
food staples. Every sailing vessel 
and steamer belonging to our ship- 
owners is employed at good charters 
in addition -to many purchases from 
foreign powers.” 

Edward oO. Graves, president of the 
Seattle Chamber of Commerce, tele- 
graphs the following:

LONDON, Aug. 13.—The morning pa- 
pers express the growing indignation 
of the country at the position of af- 
fairs in China. The Shanghai corre- 
spondent of the Daily Mail, who pro- 
fesses to divulge the terms of a long- 
existing treaty between China and Rus- 
sia, says:

Marshal Wad- 
dell @ppointed two dozen deputies 
and armed them with shotguns just 
in time to disperse a mob of 600 men 
who were fighting among themselves. 
Bight roughs were placed under ar- 
Fest and locked in box cars. What 
goods were left are now under guard. 

Tonight two attempts were made to 
burn other portions of the town. lead- 
ing to the belief that the first fire 
Was incendiary. One Chinaman was 
Durned to death, one horse perished 
and a number of persons were over- 
Some by the heat. The total loss is

Admiral Miller and Staff and Queen 
Ltt trrive Safely.

HONOLULU, Aug. 5.—[Wired from 
Victoria (B. C.,) Aug. 12.)

t*hiladelphia arrived here yesterday, six 
days and twenty hours from San Fran- 
cisco, with Admiral Miller and staff on 
board, who come for the purpose of 
raising the American flag over the Ha- 
waiian Islands.

It says the 
bank has, at the request of the govern- 
ment, added 6,000,000 yen worth of sil- 
ver bullion to its hard money reserve 
and issued the same amount of con- 
vertible notes, lending them to the 
government. The bank has now in 
possession a gold reserve amounting 


to 63,000,000 yen. The bank having added 


this 6,000,000 yen in silver is now able 
to increase the issue of convertible 
notes. This, says a contemporary, 
will tend to raise the prices of com- 
modities and increase the excess of 
imports. On the contrary, it will 
weaken the basis of the convertible 
note system,

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 21.—The 
Comstock Mining Companies took ac- 
tion regarding the project of pumping 
out the mines and resuming operations.

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 12.—Recent 
arrivals from Gautemala state that 
Emanuel Meyer, a German jeweler well 
known in San Francisco, was murdered 
in a ghastly manner in room 10 of the 
Grand Hotel, Gautemala City, on July 
15 for $31,000 and other valuables. 
Three natives, one of whom was re- 
cently in prison for murder, did the 
deed. He was showing them his valu- 
ables when he was attacked and killed. 
It is said that the murderers got noth- 
ing, but that the diamonds, etc., were 
afterward missed. Goods worth $15,000 
recovered.

AN ANNEXATIONIST. 


Ex-Senator John H, Reagan of Texas 
Declares Himself. 

[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT. ] 
CHICAGO, Aug. 12.—“I am in favor 
of the annexation of Cuba, the taking 
of Porto Rico, and the keeping of 
the Philippine Islands.” 


John H. Reagan, former United 
States Senator, chairman of the State 
Railway Commission of Texas, and 
one of the leaders of the Democratic 
party in Texas, so spoke while discuss- 
ing territorial expansion. Mr. Reagan 
is in Chicago, where, with his wife,. 
he is enjoying a month's rest. | 

“Of the entire 1400 islands of the 
Philippine group, would you favor 
keeping all?’ was asked. 
“Yes, our navy and army are there; 
from a war point of view, they now 
belong to us, and I would keep them. 
After the war is over, I would not 
sell them. They belong to this na- 
tion, and we need them. I would es- 
tablish over. the Philippines an 
American protectorate. We know that 
there, as in Cuba, the native is not 
capable of self-government, as we 
understand the term. Europe does not 
understand our dual form of govern- 
ment—does not comprehend what we 
mean by the ‘protection of life and 


property,’ civil rights, freedom of 
thought, speech and action for our 
citizens. How, then, should the na- 


tive of the Philippines or the Cubans 
understand it? 
“But the etablishment of an Ameri- 
can protectorate over the Philippines 
would make the natives immediately 
subject to the laws of our institu- 
tions. I would leave for them a local 
government of their own, which they 
might conduct so long as it was con- 
sistent with the laws of the republic; 
but the broad, general government 
of the islands should be just as it must 
be in Cuba, in the hands of the 
Americans, who have conquered, and 
whose flag, once raised above any 
soil, ought not to be taken down. 
“To maintain the protectorate, we 
will be compelled to keep strong gar- 
risons and a strong fleet at the isl- 
ands for years, but in retaining them 
we will have extended the boundaries 
of constitutional government just 
that much and increased the area in 
which the freedom of man is recog- 
nized by just so many square miles. 
We will have held islands which to us 
are a necessity in the future progress 
of the republic. We will have raised 
one more barrier against, any future 
encroachments of imperialism— 
narchical goverment. 
ey confess that it is true we assume 
new responsibilities in taking the — 
ippines, but our growth has prepare 
us for those added duties. We can- 
not afford to be timid or shrinking in 
is hour.” 
trhe policy that you advocate, Mr. 
Reagan, is not imperialism? 
“Well, if it is, then Thomas Jeffer- 
son, the founder of the Democratic 
party, must have been one of the 
rankest imperialists, and the party 
must be committed to stand at not 
only. for what he advocated, but what 
the party worked for, through Presi- 
dency after Presidency, preceding the 
war. Mr. Jefferson negotiated what 
is now known as the Louisiana pur-. 
chase. Our area then (1803) was about 
eight hundred thousand square miles, 
and he added to it more than one mil- 
lion two hundred thousand square 
miles, and the people justified him in 
his course. After his time and al- 
most down to the outhreak of the war, 
the purchase and annexation of Cuba 
were urged repeatedly upon both Pres- 
ident and Congress. ~- 
“We represent constitutional gov- 
ernment in the highest form now 
known to man: it is our privilege and 
right to not only extend that gov- 
ernment so far as we can, but we 
must defend it with a strength, a dis- 
play of power no nation in the world’s 
history has put forth before. 
“We have, it is true, large, unoccu- 
pied areas of land in this country 
which are vet to be settled. We are 
not land poor, and if mere land was 
involved only, in the question of ter- 
ritorial expansion it might assume a 
different aspect. But a necessity pos- 
itively exists for a broadening of the 
area of our national activity. Our 
commerce needs widening. The islands 
of the sea offer us the opportunity. 
Our navy will be increased immedi- 
ately to such proportions that even 
the combined powers of Europe will 
fear and resnect its strength. Follow- 
ing this increase of the navy will be a 
natural development of our marine in- 
terests, a great increase of our mer- 
chant fleet. Our internal develop- 
ment will continue while our national 
usefulness will broaden into a buying 
and selling commerce with every na- 
tion of the world. We have come to 
the measure of our strength: we are 
unified; we are on the threshold of 
such a national career of progress as 
history never has witnessed.”

HOTEL IN TASMANIA BURNS TO THE 
GROUND AT MIDNIGHT. 


\Between Thirty and Forty of the 

Gumates Burned to Death—Baild- 

- ing Consumed So Rapidly it Was

VANCOUVER (B. C.,) Aug. 12.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] A fire followed by 
an appalling loss of life occurred at 
Cormanstown, Tasmania, on July 16, 
at 2 o’clock in the morning, when 
Lynch’s Criterion Hotel was burned to 
the ground and between thirty and 
forty of the inmates were bunrned to 
death in their beds. 
Within a quarter of an hour after it 
was first observed to be alight, the 
building was one seething mass of 
flames. From balconies and windows 
could be seen men and women in their 
night clothes making frantic endeav- 


cated by heat and smoke. Intermin- 
gled with the heat of the flames and 
shrieks of the inmates who were mak- 
ing their way out, were heard agonized 
cries of unfortunates who were unable 
to escape from the burning rooms. Al- 
though men were present who were 
willing to risk their lives to save their 
fellow creatures, the rapidity with 
which the place was burned precluded 
the slightest possibility of rendering 
any assistance. 

The ruins o the building presented 
a most gruesome sight. Mixed up 
with the burning debris were the 
charred and indistinguishable remains 
of the victims’ bodies whiche were 
burned to cinders. The police are en- 
gaged in gathering up charred bones 
and shoveling them into bags. The 
scenes were heart-rending and beyond 
description.

Trespassing Flocks Ejected from the 
Nationerl Perk. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT,} 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 12.—The Secre- 
tary of the Interior has received a re- 
port from Acting Superintendent Se- 
villy, stationed in California, to protect 
the national parks from trespassing 
shepherds. Sevilly has finished a por- 
ion of the work and Troop &., Utah 
Cavalry, has been detailed to patrol 
the parks. He says that 120,000 sheep 
have been ejected, fifty-five bands in 
all, from Yosemite Park, and it is 
thought that the work has been as 
successful in the General Grant and 
Sequoia parks. The herds had been so 
long in Yosemite Park that nearly all 
the grass and other forage had been 
destroyed. 

Some confusion exists in California in 
regard to the action, and it is the in- 
tention of the Interior Department that 
it be distinctly understood that no 
animals under any case will be per- 
mitted to graze upon the public reserva- 
tion, and that all measures necessary 
will be taken to keep the parks free 
from them. Only those persons who 
have patents to lands will be permitted 
to graze cattle, and before this is al- 
lowed the metes and bounds of the 
patented lands must be definitely as- 
certained and marked. This rule has 
been made necessary by the fact that 
a number of persons own, or lease a 
small tract of patented land in the vi- 
cinity of the parks, and while pretend- 
ing to graze their sheep and cattle upon 
them, make no effort whatever to pre- 
vent them from trespassing upon the 
reservations No action has been taken 
against the persons ejected, but Sevilly 
says he will be ready to supply wit- 
nesses if it is decided to prosecute them.

IRATE HOOLEY. 


Passing Remark at Court Creuses His 
Wrath to Rise, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 


LONDON, Aug. 12.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] Ernest T. Hooley unexpectedly 
attended the resumption of his exam- 
ination today, and created an intense 
Sensation by informing the Registrar 
that while entering court, George Law- 
son Johnston, a son of John Law- 
son Johnston .of Kingwood, Kent, ap- 
proached the latter, drew him to one 
side and said: “If you say anything 
further about us I shall enter the wit- 
ness box and state what I know about 
your wife’s funds,” 

Mr. Hooley added: ‘I cut him across 
the head with a stick.” 

The Registrar thereupon directed 
Hooley and his cownsel forthwith to 
proceed to Justice Wright’s court and 
enter a charge: of contempt of court 
against Johnston. 

The examination was adjourned until 
Monday after Johnston and other had 
denied the legitimacy of their dealings 
with Hooley. 

The Earl of Albemarle admitted he had 
received £9000, but he said he under- 
stood the money was the result of a 
speculation Hooley had undertaken in 
his behalf. and he was quite willing 
to pay the amount to whoever was 
entitled to it. 

Before the court adjourned, George 
Lawson Johrton, entered the wit- 
ness-box and apologized for the inci- 
dent earlier in the day which caused 
Hooley to cut Johnston across the 
head with a stick and which induced 
the Registrar to instruct counsel to 
enter a charge of contempt of court 
against him. After the apology, the 
Registrar allowed the matter to drop. 

In the Queen's bench d{vision of the 
High Court of Justice, the motion made 
by counsel for the official receiver to 
commit Earl de la Warr and Messrs. 
Broadley, Bradshaw and Rucker for 
contempt of court in attempting to 
induce Hooley to falsify his evidence 
was partially heard. Counsel for Earl 
de la Warr said he was not prepared 
at present ta cross-examine. but he 
added, Earl de la Warr was ready 
forthwith to deny that he had at- 
tempted to bribe Hooley. Justice White 
thereupon adjourned the case until 
Tuesday, saying it was import- 
and that the case should be 
met, and the sooner it was cleared up 
the better for all concerned. 


WON ON A FOUL. 


Thompson Given the Decision Over 
Lewis in the Ninth Round. 

Bob Thompson won his fight with 
Ben Lewis at the Los Angeles Athletic 
Club last night on a foul in the ninth 
round. John Brink was the referee. 
The fight on the whole was only fairly 
interesting. 

Both men had numberless opportuni- 
ties to put the other out, but neither 
took advantage of them; they did not 
even come near doing so. Thompson 
did not fight at his best. Just why was 
not apparent, for Lewis mixed it with 
him on several occasions. Thompson 
has fought better than he did last 
night. Lewis is but a boy—he is only 
18 years old, and is not fully matured. 
He is still in the process of elonga- 
tion, and this would tend to weaken 
him. He is game, has a little science 
that needs developing, but is utterly 
devoid of strength. Unless his blows 
rained on Thompson they had no ef- 
fect on him. Still, he gave Thompson 
a hard fight, and drew blood from un- 
der his left eye. It is probable that 
Lewis would not have lost the fight 


had he not became discouraged. The 
two rounds preceding the final one 
were in his favor, if anything. But 


in the eighth round he began to foul 
Thompson, and continued it again in 
the ninth round, when the referee 
stopped the fight. These foul blows 
did not seem to hurt Thompson. 
The decision met with general ap- 
proval, though, of course, many en- 
tertained a contrary opinion, and ex- 
pressed it aloud. There were also 
many calls for the fight to continue. 
Billy de Courcey and Ed Chambers 
fought ten rounds to a draw, as a 
preliminary to the Thompson-Lewis 
fight. Dan Long and Joe Cotton 
fought four friendly rounds. The 
audience was large, and many people 
of local prominence were present. 
“Kid” Parker, who challenged the 
winner of the Thompson-Lewis fight 
before it took place, will meet Thomp- 
son tomorrow to sign articles of agree- 
ment for a fight in the near future.

STARTED AS A ROBBERY. 


BUT THE ROBBERS LATER BECAME 
MURDERERS ALSO, 


Four Men Who Robbed a Denver 
Hotel When Chased by a Sheriff's 
Posse Open Fire—Two Men Killed 

and Several Wounded.

DENVER (Colo.,) Aug. 12.—A special 
to the Republican from Breckenridge, 
Colo., says: 

“AS well-planned hold-up took place 
here in the Denver Hotel, but owing to 
the alarm caused by the accidental dis- 
charge of a shotgun held by one of the 
three robbers, their movements were 
so hurried that they did not go through 
the safe or cash register, and only se- 
cured about $50 in money from a.-till, 
with several gold watches and other 
jewelry. 

This afternoon Sheriff Detwiler and a 
posse encountered the robbers near Ko- 
korha and a running fight took place. 
One $f the robbers, Steve Ryan, is re- 
pofted killed, and another, Dick Malay, 
badly wounded.

ters. With the championship cup, held 
by Freeman for two years, to contest 
for, the excitement heightens Should 
Freeman hold it again next Thursday 
against the winner of the singles tour- 
nament, the trophy becomes his per- 
sonal property. Who is he that can 
take it from him? Picher perhaps, with 
Bell and Bumiller as second choice, 
are the only ones who may accomplish 
the feat. Freeman is a man of but 20 
years of age, 6ft. 2in. tall and weighs 
190 pounds stripped. Having been an 
athlete since he was a little boy, during 
which time he has won honors in base- 
ball, football, track work and tennis, he 
is thoroughly competent to stand the 
severest strains Agile as a cat, ex- 
tremely quick, with an accurate eye 
and steady nerve, he is an almost ideal 
tennis player. His arms and legs are 
long, giving him a tremendous reach 
in any direction. He is the most dif- 
ficult man to lob over on the California 
courts. His game is very deceptive, 
owing to the fact that he does not ap- 
pear to work. The long, low drives of 
his forehand are forever seeking the 
side lines and bring many a clean 
pass to his credit. In service, Freeman 
is not always sure of his first ball, but 
he places so well and delivers so swiftly 
that the uncertainty is overbalanced. 
Freeman’s game should generally be 
played at the net, and he should stand 
closer to the net than most of the fol- 
lowers of that style. He is hard to pass 
and is a winner in a sharp rally of vol- 
lies and understands the science of 
mixing an opponent. 

Picher, winner of the two tourna- 
ments at Redondo, is a dangerous Op- 
ponent and will work to his utmost 
to win the championship at Santa Mon- 
ica. He may always be depended upon 
to play his best game. icher is the 
oldest in that little group of tennis 
players which developed in the Co- 
lumbia Hill Tennis Club of Pasadena, 
and he has been a constant player of 
the game since 1891. In form he is 
lithe and wiry. Being a student of the 
game, he “plays with his head,” prob- 
ably better than any one in the field. 
Unlike Freeman, he takes few chances, 
preferring to play a safe game. His 
forte is the swiftness of his forehand 
drives and the accuracy of his back 
hand. Picher plays with impulse and 
allows no slackening of a pace once set. 
He plays the game for all there is in 
it, beating his man just as badly as he 
can, while Freeman on the other hand 
has often been known to put the score 
back to deuce from his advantage, “‘just 
to make things interesting.”’ 

A characteristic of Picher’s game is 
the amount of sliding over the court 
he does. It is a disadvantage to him 
in the getting of short balls and pre- 
vents quick recovery of balance. His 
serve is sure and is delivered in a 
manner strictly his own. Picher seldom 
lobs and almost never tries to deliver 
a short ball. Should Picher and Free- 
man meet, the latter is picked as the 
winner. Should Picher play at the net 
he will be opposed by the admirable

At 
one time Bumiller was the best 
vollier on a Southern Califor- 
nia court, but his strict atten- 
tion to business has allowed little time 
for improvement in the game. 

Sizig up the nplay of the men in gen- 
eral, it would seem that there is too 
much of a sameness in the styles of 
the Southern California players. They 
do not play the lob enough, which is 
one of the most valuable and scientific 
returns. Those players possessing a 
stroke have a tendency to rely too much 
on the drive, forgetting that a man 
can be passed in other ways besides 
a Lawford or Renshaw. Again it would 
be well to use the short ball more than 
is done. It not only forces your op- 


tion. and tires him a great deal, but 
assures you of winning the point if 
he returns it to you with volleying 
distance. Running to the net is often 
tried by players who are not competent 
to do it,. If the firse serve fails to go 
in there is all the unnecessary exer- 
tion of the start, stop and return. If 
he is not extremely good at covering 
court he will be forced off balance and 
out of place by an attempted pass. 
It is a good form but can only be done 
successfully with a well-placed, fairly 
swift serve. Perhaps the greatest fall- 
ing is the willingness with which some 
players remain upon the defensive. To 
wiln the eaSiest and the quickest, keep 
your opponent running and take the 
aggressive yourself. The player who 
always plays a back-line game can 
never improve to a very great degree. 

In the doubles, Bell and Braly can- 
not expect to meet with the same suc- 
cess which favored them at Redondo.

BOARD OF FREHOLDERS. 


Public Library and Parks Receive 
Most Consideration. 
Notwithstanding the fact that the 
Board of Freeholders is devoting a 
large amount of time to the work of 
framing a new charter, the meeting 
of last evening was devoted mainly to 

matters of a minor nature. 

The report of the Committee on the 
Public Library submitted a_ refiort 
with provisions deviating from the pro- 
visions the present charter save 
that the directors are empowered to 
act as trustees for any donation to the 
library. The maximum tax levy re- 
mains at 5 cents. There are to be 
five directors. 

Mr. Newmark offered an amendment 
which was adopted, requiring all con- 
tracts for over $200 to be let to the 
lowest responsible bidder. 

The report of the Committee on 
Park Commission and for the appoint- 
ment of a city forester, whose duty 
shall be to take charge of trees 
shrubbery on the streets. There is a 
provision giving legislative power to 
the commission, but through general 
consent this will be amended to provide 
for the making of rules governing the 
use and enjoyment of parks.

THE WAR SITUATION. 

Below are summarized the more im- 
portant developments of yesterday in 
the war situation: 

The peace protocol was signed yes- 
terday afternoon by M. Cambon, repre- 
senting the Spanish government, and 
Judge Day, Secretary of State, repre- 
senting the United States. 

Immediately upon the signing of the 
protocol the President issued a procla- 


mation, calling for a cessation of hos- 
tilities on the part of the United 
States. 

In pursuance of the proclamation {s- 
sued by the President, Adjt.-Gen. Cor- 
bin sent dispatches to Gens. Merritt, 
Miles and Shafter, notifying them of 
the signing of the protocol, and direct- 
ing them to suspend all operations 
against the enemy. They were also 
requested to notify the Spanish gen- 
erals opposing them of the joint action 
of Spain and the United States. 

Late in the evening dispatches were 
sent from the Navy Department to the 
commanders of the different squadrons 
by the Acting Secretary of the Navy. 
The commanders were notified of the 
termination of hostilities and in; 
structed to at once raise the blockade 
of the hostile Spanish ports. 


THE WAR DEPARTMENT. 

From all appearances the only de- 
partment of our government that 2s 
coming out of the war with an un- 
mistakable stain of discredit is that 
imyortant bureau controlled by Rue- 
Sell A. Alger of Michigan. The press, 
north, south, east and west, without 
regard to party, is attacking his ad- 
ministration of the department with 
such firey fury as to compel the belief 
that there is such a condition of af- 
Yairs existing regarding it that noth- 
ing but a thorough and exhaustive 
‘Investigation will satisfy the people of 
the country. Where there is so much 
smoke there must be a conflagration 
of such magnitude as to demand, at 
Jeast, the ringing in of an alarm. 

The conduct of the war has been so 
splendid and masterful on the part of 
the President, the Naval Bureau and 
the subordinate officers of all depart- 
ments that it is sad indeed that the 
greatest executive department in the 
prosecution of hostilities against the 
enemy should be so conducted as to 
make Americans blush. 

But things are as they are, and they 
must be met with courage, honesty 
and fortitude, no matter whose ox 
may be gored in the operation.

A national conference to consider 
the future foreign policy of the. 
United States has been called to meet 
at Saratoga Springs, N. Y., on the 
19th and 20th inst.

It was a still more humill- 
ating thing for this country to have to 
agree to pay $500,000 to subjects of a 
nation with which we are at war, in 
order to convey, Spanish prisoners 
back to their own country. 

To show the loss suffered by this 
country through the lack of a mer- 
chant navy to carry American pro- 
ducts, it is only necessary to state 
that recent estimates place the amount 
so lost by the United States at about 
$300,000,000 annually. 
| There is another phase of this 
question, to which THe te- 
cently called attention. This is the 
value of a merchant marine as a 
training school for crews to man our 
war vessels. At the outbreak of the 
War with Spain, while no difficulty 
was experienced in filling the ranks 
of the army with volunteers, it was 
‘found far from easy to find accept- 
able seamen for our war vessels, 
| Simply because our American mercan- 
tile navy has become, to a great ex- 
tent, @ thing of the past. 

We have shown what we can do 

with our war vessels. Now let us re- 
establish our merchant marine.

A GRAND INDUSTRY. 
Reference has been made recently 
in Tim Tres to the anxiéty felt by 
those who are interested in the beet- 
sugar industry as to the probable 
effect upon that industry pf the annex- 


ation of Spain’s island possessions, 
especially the Philippines, with the 
consequent free admission of sugur 


from those islands in increasing the 
quantities, as the business would be 
developed by American energy aad 
capital. 

Only those who have investigated 
the subject have a clear conception cf 
the vast importance of this beet-sugar 
industry to the United States. From 
a citizen of Los Angeles, who is thor- 
oughly well-informed on the subject, 
THE TIMEs has obtained some facts and 
figures which show, in a_ striking 
manner, how great a thing the beet- 
Sugar industry may become. in this 
country should its development not 
be checked by large importations of 
free sugar from abroad. 

Four years ago the consumption of 
sugar in the United States was: 


Tons. Valued. 
Cc onsumptiog 2,024,694 $ 2', 871,960 
Production 305,800 20,283,014 


Since then, the production of Amer- 
ican sugar was somewhat increased 
and the importation somewhat de- 
creased, although the large cousump- 
tion has tended to equalize matters. 

The following table shows the 
source of supply of sugar for the 
United States, in 1894:

To produce the amount of sugar 
now imported would require 460 fac- 
tories of 350 tons of beets capacity 
each, per diem of twenty-four hours, 
giving employment in the factories 
directly to 42,320 men. Each factory 
would work up the product of 4000 
acres of sugar beets. 

The 460 factories would use the 
product of 1,840,000 acres, which, at 
ten tons per acre, equals 18,400,000 
tons of beets, the amount necessary ro 
produce the sugar now imported. The 
total number of men employed in the 
factories and beet fields would be 
226,320. 

It has been found, by experience, 
that one man and team can take care 
of and cultivate, on an average, ten 
acres of.sugar beets. To produce tre 
necessary amount of beets would re- 
quire in the flelds 184,000 men. The 
total value and the cost of produc- 
tion of the amount of sugar heets re- 
quired for 460 factories would be 18,- 
400,000 tons of beets at $4.20, or $77,- 
280,000. 

The average cost of construction of 
each factory of 350 tons capacity {fs 
$350,000, and for 460 factories, each 
working 40,000 tons of beets per cam- 
paign, $161,000,000, which would be 
distributed among our machine shops 
and the building trades. As 99 per 
cent. of nearly all our fabrics repre- 
sents labor, it follows that $144,900,000 
of this vast sum would go directly 
into the hands of our mechanics and 
the laboring classes. 

The annual expenditures and the 
amount of money placed in circula- 
tion through the channels of this im- 
portant industry, for materials and 
labor in extracting the sugar from 
18,400,000 tons of beets, producing 
white granulated sugar ready for mr.'- 
ket, is estimated at over $122,009,090. 

The amount of money which would 
annually be paid to our farmers and 
the various trades and manufacturers, 
if the 1,718,894 tons of sugar now im- 
ported were produced in our own 
country, would be about as follows: 


For 18,400,000 tons of beets, to

It is not surprising, in view of these 
eloquent figures, that many Americans 
urge deliberation before they decide 
whether or not to annex the. Philip- 
pines, which annexation beet-sugir 
men say would certainly kill the in- 
dustry in this country. Nor is this the 
only American industry which would 
thus be injuriously affected. As ‘THE 
TIMES recently showed, the annexation 
of the Philippines would threaten the 
American cigur and cigarette manu- 
facturing industry with ruin, as it is 
stated that Manila cheroots could be 
sold in the United States, free of duty, 
at a lower price than American cigar- 
ettes are now sold for. 

These are two commercial reasons 
why we should hesitate before annex- 
ing the Philippine Islands. There are 
other reasons, of a different nature. 


How remarkably the climate of San 
Francisco differs from the average 
Climate of the State was strikingly 
shown on Thursday. The maximum 
temperature, at points in the interior 
valleys, ranged from 110 to 115 deg. in 
the shade. In Los Angeles the maxi- 
mum was $1 and the minimuin 66, 
while in San Francisco the maximum 
was 66. The wind-swept peninsula 
may have the best cf Los Angeles 
on a few such days as these, when the 
atmosphere is charged with an excep- 
tional amount of moisture, but there 
are few Angelenos who would be con- 
tent to live in a city where people 
have to weur overcoats and sit around 
a fireplace in the month of August.

He is half Span- 
ish, his mother being of that nation- 
ality. He has made a name for him- 
self that likewise honors his flag ‘and 
his country. When the hero roster is 
made up, the name of Finlay will be 
close to the head of the list. 


There will be 40,000 disappointed

‘The 
United States has successfully solved 
the problem church and _ State 
in something like half a hundred States 
and Territories, most of whith are 
much larger than Porto Rico, and it 
is not likely to be seriously embar- 
rassed there. 


When the Democrats have to go 
back to the Chicago platform for an 
issue, and to Billy Bryan as a pros- 
pective candidate, they show plainly 
the desperate condition to which they 
have come. They are taking passage 
in the same old craft with the same 
old skipper that wrecked them in 1896, 
and neither the craft nor the skipper 
is half as well fitted to take them as 
befcre.

The protocol, as signed yesterday, 
reads astonishingly like the original 
statement of terms made to Spain py 
President McKinley. The only differ- 
ence seems to be that the conditions 
are a little more favorable to the 
United States. 


That protocol appears to be all that 
is to be desired. Spain is let down 
very easy, considering, and as for 
America, it is coming out of the battle 
with a row of scalps beautiful to be- 
hold.

DEALINGS WITH AFRICA. 


American Commerce is Largely on 
the Increase. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT. ] 

NEW YORK, Aug. 12.—A special to 
the Tribune from Washington says: 

“Not only is it true, as asserted by 
Consul-General Stowe in his long re- 
port to the State Department as to im- 
ports in South Africa, made from Cape 
Town, that trade in that region has 
untold possibilities and that one of its 
obvious features at present is the foot- 
hold gained by United States goods, 
-but it is also true that the trade of this 
country with the British and Dutch 
communities of Southern Africa tends 
to weld together in a common brother- 
hood the people who are interested in 
the trade, and to strengthen the bonds 
that bind them in sentiment. These 
are the world’s freest and possibly hap- 
piest communities. It is, therefore, a 
matter of deep interest to the lover of 
freeg government. on the original Teu- 
tonic model, as well as to the enter- 
prising tradesman and manufacturer 
that the commerce of this republic in 
South Africa is largely on the increase, 
and has reached a respectable stage of 
development. 

‘“Consul-General Stowe deals at 
lenkth not only with the subject of im- 
ports into South Africa, but also sepa- 
rately considers the commerce of Cape 
Colony, that of Natal, the proposed tar- 
iff changes in Cape Colony, American 
wines in South Africa and the South 
African law regarding commerce, 
agents and telephones in Cape Colony. 
The seventeen broad pages of printed 
reports are well worthy of study, but 
their contents can only be indicated 
here. 

“The trade of the United States is 
mainly in feed stuffs. Among the arti- 
cles mentioned ‘as having held their 
own last. year are electrical goods and 
appliances, steel and iron, galvanized 
iron, tools, hoes, forks, hardware, sil- 
ver-plated ware, furniture and window 
glass. An improved démand for drill- 
ing and hoisting machinery, and oil- 
gas engines is noted. England, it is 
stated, sent more goods in 1897 than 
ever before. English shippers urge 
that they are not on the same footing 
with American and Germans. They 
hope that preferential rates to Ameri- 
can shippers will be withdrawn. 

“The imports into South Africa last 
year aggregated $129,150,128, of which 
Cape Colony took $87,148,927. This 
trade came from the following coun- 
tries: Great Britain and her posses- 
sions, $38,670,062; United States, $13,151,- 
071; Germany, $5,122,739; other compet- 
ing countries, $15,745,291; foreign coun- 
tries not competitive, $6,460,665. 

“Germany is preparing to foster her 
trade, imitating the United States in 
classes of goods and methods of pack- 
ing. Her proportional trade at Delagoa 
Bay is shown to be large. She sends 
to South Africa, a monthly trade and 
export journal, in order to make known 
German industry and prove its abil- 
ity to compete with all civilized nations. 
British manufacturers are calling at- 
tention to the attractive advertising 
of America. 

“In the trade with the United States, 
the principal increases stated in the 
table. are flour, lard, clocks and 
watches, cotton manufactures and raw 
tobacco Tinned beef, agricultural im- 
plements, sewng machines, hides and 
bacon show decreases. The heavy loss 
of cattle and crops caused loss of im- 
portations of implements, vehicles, etc. 
The table items of merchandise im- 
ported from this country is three pages 
and a half long of fine type, and em- 
braces a large number of articles. Mr. 
Stowe is surprised at the small im- 
ports of fish, particularly cured fish, 
such as mackerel, salmon, halibut, etc. 
He thinks Americans ought to‘have the 
glue trade of South Africa. iWith the 
large apple crops, Americans send no 
cider. Pngland furnishes all the malt. 
How much of this, says Consul-General 
Stowe, was made from barley sent 
from the United States is not known. 

“Of wire fencing, produced so largely 
in the United States, England sent 
twice as much as this country. And 
so on. Bacon and other’ salt-cured 
meats are imported from the United 
Kingdom in the ratio of 10 to 1 as com- 
pared with the United States. Yet 
the bulk of raw meat came from the 
latter: The United States, the great 
silver-producing country, sent only 
about $10,000 worth of silver-plated 
were, to Great Britain’s nearly $18,- 
000. It is pretty much the same way as 
to manufactured tobacco and worse 
as to whisky by comparison with the 
United Kingdom. 

“The total imports of Cape Colony 
for 1897. were $21,244,492, for 1898, $27,- 
767.748 The exports were respectively 
$28,441,549 and $37,664.875. The total ex- 
ports of wools from Durban, East Lon- 
don, Port Elizabeth and Cape Town, 
of which the last named exported less 
than any, were, for 1897, 80,823,327 pounds 
or nearly 17,000,000 pounds less than 


1896. The revenue of Natal for 1897 
$10,769,925; expenditures, $7,908,- 


033. The value of the imports was $29,- 
119,136, against $26,463,355 in 1896. The 
exports were $7,893,132. They were in 
1896, $8,688,527 The decrease is cred- 
ited to the rinderpest, locusts and 
drought.” 


THE QUEEN’S SPEECH. 


Victorin Thankful for the Great 
Prosperity Pervading Her Realm, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
LONDON, Aug. 12.—[By Atlantic 
Cable.] The House of Commons met 
today at 10:30 a. m. <A succession ot 
questions on the subject of China 
elicited little information. The gov- 
ernment leader, Balfour, declined to 
pledge the government to prevent the 
ratitication ‘of the Franco-Belgian 
Peking-Hankow concession, but prom- 
ised, that in the event of British capi- 
talists purchasing railroad concessions 
obtained by French or’ Belgian syndi- 
cates in the Yang Tse Kiang Yalley, 
Her Majesty’s government will sup- 
port them, both in London and Pe- 
king, in this and in all other legitimate 

British commercial enterprises. 

The Chinese appropriation having 
passed its third reading, the session 
was suspended until 2:30 p. m., when 
Parliament will be prorogued. The 
Queen’s speech at the prorogation of 
Parliament is as follows: 

“My Lords and Gentlemen: My re- 
lations with other nations continue 
friendly. 1 have witnessed with deep 
sorrow the hostilities which have 
taken place between Spain and the 
United States, two nations to which 
my empire is bound by many ties of 
affection and traditions. Negotiations 
recently opened give fair ground for 
hoping that the deplorable conflict will 
be brought to a termination by the 
conclusion of an honorable and endur- 
ing peace 

“The changes that have taken place 
in the territorial relations of other 
powers with the Chinese Empire in- 
duced me to conclude arrangements 
whereby the harbor at Wei Hai Wei 
and certain positions adjacent to my 
coloriy of Hongkong, were leased to 
me by the Emperor of China. I 
trust these arrangements will conduce 
to the maintenance of his independence 
and the security of his empire and 
be favorable to the development of the 
extensive commerce carried on s—obe- 
tween the*peoples of Great Britain and 
China.”’ 

Paragraph three refers to the guar- 
anteeing, in conjunction with Russia 
and France, of the loan to enable 
Greece to pay the Turkish war in- 
demnity. 

The fourth paragraph expresses 
satisfaction at the conclusion of the 
convention with France, finally set- 
tling West African questions. 

The speech then refers to the ar- 
rangements made to establish at an 
early date, penny postage between the 


$ United Kingdom, Canada, New Found- 


land and elsewhere; making reference 
to the plague still existing in certain 
portions of the Western India and 
the Punjab, and concludes: 

“IT am thankful that bounteful har- 
vests have been gathered throughout 
the greater part of India and that the 
internal and external trade of the 


country are rapidly recovering from 


the depression caused by the famine. 

“Gentlemen of the House of Com- 
mons: I thank you for the liberal pro- 
vision you have made for the defense 
of my empire. The sacrifices asked 
of you are severe, but no greater than 
the exigencies of the present time re- 
quire I am glad to reccgnize the value 
of the provisions to which you have 
assented for increasing the strength 
and efficiency of my army. 

“My lords and: gentlemen: I have 
seen with much gratification that you 


have this vear added to the statute 


book an important measure assimilat- 
ing the local institutions of Ireland to 
those of England and Scotland. I 
trust this reform will tend to streng- 
then the bonds’ which unite the peo- 
ple of Great Britain and Ireland, and 
increase their common affection for the 
fundamental institutions of the realm.” 

ter expressing satifaction at the 
adoption of bills enabling accused per- 
sons to testify in their own behalf; 


for preventing the abuse of patronage 


and occupation of henefices of the es- 
tablished church, ‘the principles of 
which bills have been menerally ac- 
cepted for many years, though hither- 
to there has been no opportunity to 
make them law.” 

The speech ends: “T pray that the 
blessing of Almighty God may attend 
you.” 


“DIED OF FUSION.” 


The Epitaph of the People’s Party 
in California, 

(Oakland Enquirer:] G. R. Read, the 
chairman of -the middle-of-the-road 
Alameda County Populist Central Com- 
mittee, sends the following communica- 
tion to the Enquirer under the interro- 
gation, ‘Does fusion unite reformers?” 
Evidently fearful that the Enquirer will 
not be able to answer his question, Mr. 
Read proceeds to answer it himself as 
follows: 

“During the meeting of the Populist 
County Central Committee a few even- 
ings ago, when the straight Populists 
withdrew, a prominent fusionist re- 
marked that he was sorry ‘these 
men could not act with the majority in 
the interests of a consolidation of all 
the reform forces.’ 

“But does union with Democracy 
tend to consolidate all reform forces? 
If this was the opinion of one man it 
would not deserve notice, but it is the 
opinion of many Populists. Indeed, no 
fusion Populist can take any other 
grounds and be honest in his position. 
And I am not ready to denounce every 
fusionist as dishonest and a traitor. 


‘I believe that many of them think by 


so doing they are advancing the cause 
of reform and hastening the day when 
Populist principles will rule the na- 
tion. But, I contend that the position 
is both false and deceptive. 

“First, it implies that the Democratic 
is a reform party, and such an as- 
sumption is too ridiculous for any- 
thing. True, the Democratic party has 
called itself the reform party for these 
many years. So the devil is called an 
angel of light, and it would seem that 
there might be some light where there 
is so much fire. But what grounds has 
this old party for calling itself the re- 
form party? Surely there has never 
been a political party in this country 
which has done more in the line of 
debasing politics, stuffing ballot boxes 
selling patronage and plundering the 
people than his this so-called reform 
party. Democracy is but another name 
for trickery, treachery and fraud in 
politics. 

“Tt is true that it has some good men 
in its ranks ard a few leaders who are 
honest. It has its Bryans and Maguires, 
who stand out conspicuously as re- 
formers: but it must be remembered 
that Populists are not fusing with 
these men. They are fusine with the 
Democratic par&v, \with the bosses 
and beoodlers and ringsters of that 
narty: with the Tammapnv ring of New 
York. the Rucklevs of San Francisco 
ard the Moflits of Oakland.

FIGHTING THE OCTOPUS. 


ATTACK ON THE SOUTHERN PA- 
CIFIC’S STONE WALL. 


Southern Merchants 
Break into the San Joaquin 
Valley—Vicious Freight Rates 
Which Perpetuate San Francis- 
co’s Monopoly of Interior Trade. 


Battling to 


The stone wall of unjust freight rates 
Which the Southern Pacific has built 
around the San Joaquin Valley so as 
to shut out the merchants of Los An- 
geles from competition with San Fran- 
cisco is to be the object of an or- 
ganized attack by local enterprise The 
railroad company is about to readjust 
its rates from San Francisco to all 
valley points, and there are glimmer- 
ings of hope that hard fighting may se- 
cure some concessions in the direction 
of just treatment of Southern Cali- 
fornia. 

The Los Angeles merchants want the 
freight rates between Los Angeles and 
points in the San Joaquin Valley to be 
made equal per mile to the charges 
from San Francisco. At present it costs 
twice as much to send goods from Los 
Angeles to Visalia as from San Francico 


to Visalia, and yet the distance is in 


each instance the same. Through all 
the valley, rates are as flagrantly un- 
just as this. 

Last October the Merchants’ and 
Manufacturers’ Association sent to A. 
D. Shepard of the Southern Pacific 
freight department in San Francisco 
an urgent request for some concessions 
in rates, and he answered them that 
as soon as the Valley road was run- 
ning the valley rate would be adjusted, 
and the claims of Los Angeles consid- 
ered. Yesterday a letter was received 
from him by the Merchants’ and Man- 
ufacturers’ Association saying that the 
time for readjustment had come, and 
that now the rates from Los Angeles 
to valley points were to be considered. 
He stated, however, that it would be 
out of the question to give as low rates 
from Los Angeles as from San Fran- 
cisco, south to intermediate points, be- 
cause of the difference in cost of oper- 
ating expenses. The claim is put for- 
ward that the haul over the mountains 
from Los Angeles is so much greater 
an expense than the long level run from 
San Francisco south, down the valley 
that ‘the rates can never be the same 
per mile. 

How great the discrimination against 
Los Angeles is can be seen by com- 
parison of the rates. Hanford is 9 
per cent. nearer San Francisco than Los 
Angeles, but the rates from San Fran- 
cisco are 60 per cent. less than from 
Los Angeles. Tulare is 9 per cent. 
nearer Los Angeles than San Francisco, 
but the rates are 35 per cent. in favor 
of the bay city. Fresno is 35 per cent, 
nearer San Francisco than it is to Los 
Angeles, but the rates are 80 per cent 
less from San Francisco than from 
Los Angeles. Bakersfield is 90 per cent. 
nearer to Los Angeles than to San 
Francisco, but there is only a 10 per 
cent. advantage in rates for the Los 
Angeles merchant. 

There are two main reasons why the 
Los Angeles merchants remain shut 
out from competition with their San 
Francisco rivals for the valley trade. 
One is that the northern business men 
fight any change in rates which will 
lessen their advantage over Los Ange- 
les merchants and interfere with their 
monopoly of trade. Another reason is 
that the competition of the Valley Rail- 
road has forced the Southern Pacific 
to lower its rates, while for the trade 
northward from Los Angeles the cor- 
poration has no. rival and can do ex- 
actly as it pleases. 

“The railroad’s policy is short- 
sighted,” said Secretary Zeehandelaar 
of the Merchants and Manufacturers 
Association yesterday. “Traffic be- 
tween San Francisco and valley points 
it must share with the Valley road. 
All the business it builds up between 
Los Angeles and the same points by 
fair: freight rates accrues to its own 
benefit, as it alone can carry the mer- 
chandise. To persist in its present 
course is only to hasten the day when 
the Santa Fe and the Valley road will 
come together, and a competing line 
open a way into the valley for Los 
Angeles enterovrise. Once the south- 
ern end of the State had a great deal 
of business in the San Joaquin Valley, 
but unfair discrimination in freight 
rates has practically destroyed it.”

STREET SWEEPING PLANS. 


What the New Specifications Re- 
quire of Contractors. 

The new specifications under whicd 
bids will be advertised for street 
sweeping have been completed by 
Chairman Toll of the committee to 
whom the matter was referred. The 
work required four days of steady labor 
by Mr. Toll and Assistant District At- 
torney Thomas. The new specifications 
are entirely different from those under 
which the present contract Was let. 
The committee has profited by the 
many disputes that have arisen during 
the life of the present contract, as to 
just what the Council could order the 
contractor to do and in the new spec- 
ifications provision has been made to 
cover all possible points about which 
there would likely be a difference of 
yp on, 
wit be asked under three speci- 
fications. The first will be for the 
sweeping of all the streets which are to 
be swept, by machines. This is the 
same as the present contract calls for, 
with the exception in the specifications 
as noted. The second set calls for the 
sweeping of the business district by 
hand, and the third is for the sweeping 
of all parts of the city outside a given 
business area, by machines. It will 
therefore be possible to award the con- 
tract for any two of these contracts. 
lf it is found to be better to adopt the 
last two sets of specifications and have 
all the streets in the business center 
of the city cleaned by hand with no 
work done on them by machines, the

SPEAKS FOR ITSELF 


SENATOR WHITE ANAYLSES THR 
TERMS OF THE CONTRACT. 


The Water Company Avers it Has No 
Adequate Remedy, and That an 
Equity Court Will not Issue an 
Injunction to Oust from 
session, but Cen to Contirm in 
Possession, 


The hearing in the Water suits will 
close today. This morning Mr. Chap- 
man will conclude a second argument 
begun yesterday afternoon, in response 
to the argument of. Mr. Scott, and then 
— Attorney Dunn will close for the 
city. 

In resuming his argument yesterday 
morning Senator White was rather se- 
vere upon the city. He confined him- 
self almost ehtirely to an analysis of 
the contract itself, leaving Mr. Chap- 
man to combat the more technical 
points raised by Mr Scott. 

All of the case depends upon a proper 
construction of the contract, remarked 
the counsel, and thereupon he proceeded 
to examine into the grammatical, as 
Well as legal, construction of the very- 
much discussed document. It was ap- 
parent, counsel argued, that those who 
had participated in the construction of 


the paper never thought it was a 
lease, as contended for by the city. It 
was drawn by Judge King, a 


prominent lawyer in the early days, and 
a lease is such a common and ordinary 
document, that it is usual for any law- 
yer or scrivener to call a thing by its 
proper name and apply the proper term 
when alluding to a sum of money to be 
paid as rental. Counsel read from the 
contract regarding the annual payment 
of $1500 after the signing of the “ordi- 
hance and contract,” and until the con- 
clusion of the contract.’ From first to 
last there Was a total failure to de- 
nominate the instrument as a lease. 

“If it really is a lease, giving all the 
rights and privileges that the city 
maintains it does, it is rather signifi- 
cant,” said Senator White, “that the 
word ‘lease’ is not used; a word havine 
a meaning in the law books and havy- 
ing a particular significance. Is there 
a man who in drawing a lease wou!d 
say the city ‘delivered and conceded’ 
property? They adopted unusual terms. 
1. is evident a ‘concession’ was being 
/made and something ‘delivered.’ And 
What was it? The Los Angeles City 
Waterworks, ‘so-called,’ with pipes, etc., 
appertaining to the waterworks. So 
then there was a concession and de- 
livery of waterworks composed as de- 
fined in ‘a certain instrument of lease.’ 
The word ‘lease’ I find is only used 
when reference is made to the ante- 
cedent contract which was altered and 
changed, and that document the city 
has termed a lease.” 

Senator White poked a little fun at 
opposing counsel for contending so ar- 
duously that the instrument was a 
lease, and yet admitting that so far 
as the franchise was considered, it was 
a grant. 

ENTITLED TO A SUFFICIENCY OF 
WATTR. 


“Whatever of ambiguity there may 
be about the ten inches of water,” said 
counsel, resuming, “I will not lay stress 
upon it for the reason that it is re- 
quired that the inhabitants be supplied 
With water, and that of necessity meant 
that a sufficiency of water should be 
taken from the river. Then there is a 
promise on the part of the city to make 
no other ‘lease, sale, contract, grant 
or franchise’ to other parties. Who- 
ever drew that contract certainly 
thought that even in that benighted 
time the waterworks might be subject 
to lease, but that the city could not 
lease what it did not own. 

“Then it goes on to say the company 
shall ‘return the said waterworks’ 
You can't return what you never got. 
If it was said the improvements were 
to be returned 1 could understand. But 
the contract is to maintain the im- 
provements, and in the very same sen- 
tence is a promise to return—not the 
improvements which we contract to 
keep in repair—but the waterworks. 
It is plain that the man who drew the 
contract Knew as much about the law 
as we do, and Knew that under the cir- 
cumstances there could be no such 
thing as a lease. It Was a lease as to 
the property then existing, it was not 
a lease as tO property not then exist- 
ing, and which at later date, had to 
be obtained and paid for. 

“Then where did the Los Angeles 
City Water Company lose title? Un- 
der the Censtitution any corporation 
may, in the absence of the city own- 
ing .its own waterworks, distribute 
water. Under the franchise, the East 
Side company has the power and the 
right to distribute water. Can it be 
said that it is not a divestation with- 
out compensation, in that after laying 
pipes in the streets, as we had a 


hand the property over without pay- 
ment? I don't consider the promises 
to pay hereafter have any validity. 
How did the city get title? Has it 
made payment for the property? It 
promises to pay—well, when it gets 
ready to, or when its citizens are in- 
clined to vote so that ft can. ~~ 
THE CITY INSOLVENT. 

“But on the face of the pleadings 
the city of Los Angeles is insolvent, 
and as its indebtedness becomes, due 
has not got’the money to pay. And 
thus, under constitutional inhibition, 
it can’t pay other than by a depend- 
ence on the discretion of Its people. 
Ate we, then, to be compelled to yield 
property for which bonds have to be 
issued, in order to. make the purchase? 
They say we have paid for the busi- 
ness out of the profits, and then next 
minute acknowledge that the money 
is due. Are we to give up this prop- 
erty for a promise which no court 
could enforce, for no writ of mandate 
can issue to compel a man to vote. 

“They say, too, that if we continue 
to supply watet we will make unus- 
ual profit, but the city can end that 
if it chooses by being honest and pay- 
ing \its debts. They have proffered 
$1,000,000, although they haven't got it, 
and depend merely on the people's 
vote. Are we, then, to be turned over 
to the tender mercies of an insolvent? 

Upon concluding his argument, S5en- 
ator White filed a certificate of ex- 
tension of the corporate iife of the 
Los Angeles City Water Company. 
The original had been filed with the 
Secretary of State, and while it was 
scarcely thought that the document 
would cut much figure in the .case, it 
Was put in for what it was worth. 
Mr. Scott wanted to know the status 
of the consolidated City Water Com- 
pany, which was organized a _ short 
time ago, with the same, stockholders 
as’ the present City Water Company, 
but Senator White said that the in- 
corporation papers had been filed, and 
little other progress had been made. 
Rut Mr. Scott was consumed with a 
thirst for knowledge, and pressed 
counsel for’ more detailed information, 
upon which Senator White facetiously 
remarked that they found that they 
would have to pay $2500 in revenue) 
stamps before they could carry the 
matter through. : 
THE COMPANY WITHOUT REMEDY.

Mr. Chapman, in proceeding 

swer the argument of Mr. Scott, said 
he thought a serious mistake had been 
made by counsel when he said that the 


Federal courts were more liberal in 
issuing injunctions than the State 
courts. He alluded to the Elms case, 


cited before by himself, and commented 
upon by Mr. Scott, wherein the court in 
making citations had not made one 
from a Federal court. Relative to an 
injunction being the proper remedy for 
the Los Angeles City Water Company, 
counsel argued that if the city has to 
make payment then the seizure by it 
of the company's property, and its col- 
lection of rates day by day and month 
by month, would increase constantly 
the damage being done, for which no 
single suit could obtain adequate rep- 
aration. 

“We are assured that we have an 
adequate remedy,” remarked Mr. 
Chapman, “but as counsel on the other 
side have changed their opinions even 
in this very case, I am not altogether 
sure that if we are refused an in- 
junction the same counsel will not come 
in and say they were again mistaken 
and we have no remedy at all. As for 
myself I am unable to see where the 
remedy lies. The constitution does not 
prohibit Los Angeles_ from. raising 
money, but it does say how it shall be 
done. But they say you can get a writ 
of mandate from the Federal court. If 
we can get a writ of mandate from the 
Federal court we ought to be able to 
get it from the State courts, and we 
wouldn’t get it from either unless we 
had a legal right to get it. I confess 
that if the city seizes the works I don't 
know where the remedy is, and don’t 
believe it exists. But assume that they 
are correct, and that we are in the 
Federal—though I don’t know how 
we'd get there—we would in a year or 
two get a writ of mandate long after 
the fiscal year, wherein the taxation 
would be levied had gone glimmering 
into the past. And at last, supposing 
we have a final judgment and compel 


make the collection. This is not the 
adequate remedy contemplated by the 
law as acting as a bar to a writ of 
injunction.” 

Mr. Chapman proceeded to show that 
the proposed mode of raising money for 
payment of improvements fell under the 
constitutional inhibition and that if the 
works passed out of the control of the 
water company it was extremely doubt- 


“ful if the money would ever be collected 


at all. 
IT CUTS BOTH WAYS. 

In examining the prayer of the city 
that the City Water Company be en- 
joined from collecting or appropriating 
the rents, issues or protits, or from in- 
terfering in any way with the opera, 
tion of the system by the city, Mr. 
Chapmar remarked that when counsel 
as eminent as those opposing, and as 
eminent for their integrity as their 
learning, said that this was a case 
where an injunction might properly is- 
sue, it was somewhat of a puzzle to 
him. Why, he asked, if an injunction 
will lie for the city will it not lie 
equally in favor of the Los Angeles 
City Water Company? Neither of the 
corporations is alleged to be insolvent, 
and no question has been raised as to 


their ability to raise any amount of 
money, the only limitation being that 
they must not exceed their capital 
stock. 


“But the very reverse is the truth,” 
said counsel, “and a court of equity 
will not act to eject from possession, 
but will to sustain parties in possession. 
Rarely does the court interfere with 
a mandatory injunction, and only when 
possession was obtained by force did it 
venture to restore possession. It is 
strange then that if a person comes be- 
fore the court before he is injured he is 
not to be preserved from a threatened 
injury. 

A DISTINCT CORPORATION, 

Passing on to review Mr. Scott's 
Statements” regarding the Crystal 
Springs Land and Water Company, 
counsel said it had been insinuated 
that the corporation is a sham, formed 
to carry out the terms of the contract 
and the City Water Company operating 
under another name. He argued that 
if the case was to be submitted with- 
out any stipulations the matter would 
resolve itself into a mere interpretation 
of the contract itself. But there is 
property belonging to the Crystal 
Springs Company that, if acquired by 
the City Water Company, could hardly 
be said to come within the terms of 
the contract at all, and counsel men- 
tioned the thirty-two-acre and ‘the 
twenty-three-acre tracts held under 
grants, Alluding to the city’s claim 
to the pipe line running from the 
north boundary, counsel said that no 
human ingenuity can: segregate one 
part from the other part of the Crys- 
tal Springs property. “The excava- 
tions,”’ said Mr. Chapman, ‘‘were com- 
pleted early in 1890, the conduit to the 
Bellevue reservoir was also completed 
then, and the pipe line leading to the 
connecting pipe with the reservoir 
three years later. If this matter had 
come up some years ago, the same 
argument used by opposing counsel, 
that this pipe forms part of the city 
system, would have applied to every 
inch of pipe leading up to the gate- 
house. All the percolation pipes have 
their cénter there, and if a part of the 
Crystal Springs property is in the 
contract it is all in, and the city must 
pay for all. We never’admitted that

At this point Mr. Scott interjected 
a remark to the effect that certain 
things had been admitted by the City 
Water Company iut of the schedule, 
when counsel on each side went over 
it together. To this Mr. Chapman 
said they had admitted nothing out; 
that at that time they realized that 
they were \likely to have all the liti- 
gation they wanted with the city before 
they got through, and rather than in- 
crease and prolong litigation they con- 
sented that certain things of minor 
importance to them should be eliminat- 
ed, but they admitted out nothing. 

FINE DRAWN DISTINCTIONS. 

“I have confronted my friend Mr. 
Dunn very many times in these water 
suits,” said Mr. Chapman, “and when 
repeatedly charged that the city had 
sold water outside the limits of the 
city, he persistently replied that it 
had not; that the city had merely car- 
ried it in the city ditches to the border 
line, and had there handed it over to 
someone who did sell it. The dis- 
tinction drawn was not quite satisfac- 
tory to the court, but illustrates the 
mode of arguing in relation to the 
property of the Crystal Springs Com- 
pany, To say that that company had 
not a separate identity from the City 
Water Company is wide of the mark; 
for it owned  interets in the Arroyo 
Seco, had a pipe line in the city, owned 
for a time the Garvanza works as well 
as other interests there, and in such 
— What right have they to attack 
s? 

Very briefly Mr. Chapman touched 
upon the contract itself. He con- 
tended that if it had been written over 
the top of the document “this is a 
lease,”” the document itself would not 
be affected in the least. The fact that 
the persons drafting the document 
had ignored the use of the word 
“lease”’’ disturbed opposing counsel 
and filled them with doubt, but when 
someone came along and incidentally 
applied the term “lease” to it, what 
they said was accepted as conclusive. 
But Mr. Chapman refused to view 
things in any such way, and taking up 
each case mentioned by Mr. Scott 
wherein the term “‘lease’’ had been ap- 
plied to the contract, he showed that 
a different meaning migh be given. For 
instance, it was said that in the Legis- 
lative act to validate the contract the 
document was referred to as a “lease.” 
Mr. Chapman read from the act itself, 
where it was referred to as a “con- 
tract and lease.’”’ He conceded that 
a lease is a contract, but unless the 
Legislature was guilty of a _ useless 
repetition one is forced to conclude 
that the Legislature ascribed a differ- 
ent signification in using the word 
contract. 

THEY DIDN’T KNOW JUST WHAT. 
Counsel made light of the city’s 
claim that at the conference of the 
City Council they determined not to 
touch the Crystal Springs property, 
Save a part of the pipe line, and for 
the reason that they didn’t know 
what to take. “The very maps be- 
fore you,” said Mr. Chapman, allud- 
ing to the photographic reproductions 
in front of Judge Oster, ‘‘were brought 
in at the trial last February in the 
suit brought by the city against the 
water company. Everything is there 
accurately delineated—why, we law- 
yers have been at it for seven years; 
and my shrewd friend (Dunn) knows 
all about it, and says that they didn’t 
know just what was wanted. They 
wanted it all, and it was only a 
question with them as to what they 
could get.”’ 

At this point an adjournment was 
taken, and this morning at 9 o’clock 
Mr. Chapman will finish his argument, 
and will be followed by City Attorney 
Dunn, who will close the case for the 
city.

TUNNEL COMPLETED. 


Elevator Shaft Will Be 
Rapidly Pushed. 

Work on the tunnel and new ele- 
vator shaft at the County Courthouse 
is progressing satisfactorily. The tun- 
nel is eompleted and the building of 
the elevator shaft will be begun at 
once and pushed vigorously. 

The tunnel entrance on New High 
street is situated at about the center 
of the courthouse grounds, there be- 
ing ornamental granite posts on the 
wall above on each side. The inside 
of the tunnel is smoothly plastered. 

The elevator is located just south of 
the rotunda on the east side of the 
building. It will ascend from the end 
of the tunnel in an open steel shaft 
and will be entirely out of doors, and 
distinct from the courthouse building.

SEA MARRIAGES, 


Not Valid if They Conflict With the 
State Laws. 

The opinion of the Supreme Court on 
marriages at sea, which has been anxi- 
ously awaited in this city for some time, 
arrived yesterday. 

The decision was on the celebrated 
ease of Homer Norton vs. Janette 
Thomson Norton, in which the plaintiff 
sought to establish the legality of his 
marriage with Janette Thomson, who, 
at the time of the alleged union at sea, 
was 15 years of age. 

On August 2, 1897, Norton and Miss 
Thomson boarded the J. Willey, a pleas- 
ure schooner at Long Beach, and went 
out to sea, where Capt. Pierson per- 
formed the marriage ceremony outside 
the three-mile limit. ‘The next day 
they returned and lived together as 
man and wife until August 10, when the 
newly-made wife was recovered by her 
parents. 

The case in which Norton sought to 
have the validity of the marriage con- 
firmed was tried before Judge Allen, 
and was decided against Norton. He 
then appealed to the Supreme Court, 
with the result that the judgment of the 
lower court has been affirmed. 

The court concludes that if the mar- 
riage was a violation of the laws of the 
State of Califormia, the fact that the 
ceremony Was performed at sea would 
not legalize it: if it were void on land 
it would also be void on the water.

hope for support. His affiliations have 
been with the worst elements of the 
party and he owes his elevation to office 
to influences that are hostile to the 
intérests of every taxpayer of the 
State. It its notorious that George L. 
Arnold is the tool of the Southern 
Pacific Railroad. He was origin- 
ally nominated for the State Board of 
Equalization to protect the interests of 
that corporation, and he has been a 
most faithful servant to his employer. 
The railroad never had upon its pay- 
roll a more servile and obedient pup- 
pet. Arnold has been a member of the 
State Board of Equalization since Jan- 
uary, 1895. During the four years that 
he has been in office, the Southern Pa- 
cific, largely through his efforts, has 
fraudulently evaded the payment of 
its proportionate share of,tht taxes and 
the burden has been thrown upon the 
shoulders of the taxpayers of the State. 

For these services Arnold has been 
drawing an annual salary of $3000 
from the State treasury. What other 
remuneration he has received is best 
known to himself. 

How far the public has been robbed 
by permitting the railroad tq escape 
its share of taxation, can never be 
known. That the total amount is enor- 
mous admits of no dispute. The Fourth 
district, which Arnold represents, com- 
prises twenty-three counties of Which 
Los Angeles is the most important. It 
is natural that this county should af-, 
ford some of the most glaring instances 
of the systematic frauds that have been 
perpetrated upon the public in the in- 
terest of the Southern Pacific. For- 
tunately, the facts can be demonstrated 
beyond cavil or dispute. The evidence 
$s that of public records, the highest 
evidence known to the law. R 

The State Board of Equalization has 
the power, under the existing law. to 
fix the valuation of the Southern Pa- 
cifie’s right of way throughout the 
State. The abuse of this power has 
been one of the greatest of the wrangs 
that the taxpayers of the State have 
suffered. In the interest of the rail- 
road, the State Board of Equalization 
has fixed an average valuation upon 
the right of way throughout the State 
and this valuation is made applicable 
to every bit of real estate owned by 


the Southern Pacific which, by any 
stretch of imagination, can be de- 
scribed as right of way. In Sxing 


this average valuation, the hundreds 
of miles of desert land over which the 
railroad runs were lumped in with city 
property of which a single foot may be 
worth more than a township elsewhere. 
Having thus scaled down the average 
valuation as far as possible, the next 
step was to embrace within the right 
of way, all property which, if assessed 
by county or city officials, might be 
compelled to bear its just proportion 
of taxes. 

The records of this county afford 
several startling instances of the ex- 
tent to which this jugglery was carried 
The Southern Pacific owns a wharf 
at Santa Monica which is about one 
mile long. When C. P. Huntington 
Was called as a witness before a com- 
mittee of the United States Senate. he 
testified that the wharf cost about 
$1,000,000 A similar statement was 
made before the Harbor Commission 
which met in this city in December. 
1896. This property has been for years 
and is today practically exempt from 
~taxation. 

When Capt. Gray was County As- 
sessor, he made an effort to assess 
the wharf as other property in the 
county was assessed. He was promptly 
informed by the State Board of Equali- 
zation that he was exceeding his 
province, that the wharf was a part 
of the Southern Pacific's right-of-way, 
and that the board would fix its valua- 
tion. Subsequent attempts met with 
similar rebuffs. The only course left 
to the County Assessor was to acsess 
that portion of the outer end of the 
wharf which is occupied by coal bunk- 
ers, and which even the most imagi- 
native could not describe as right-of- 
‘way. This small part of the wharf 
was therefore assessed, both last vear 
and this, upon a valuation of $55,000. 
And this is all of the Santa Monica 
wharf which pays a dollar of taxes.

for 1897, is the sworn statement of .the 
chairman and secretary of the State 
Board of Equalization, showing in 
detail the property of the Southern 
Pacific, which the board chose to re- 
gard as right-of-way and which the 
county officials were instructed not 
to assess. This statement gives the 
total mileage of the Southern Pacific 
in this county as _ 199.18, miles. It 
further states that the average valua- 
tion per mile of the railroad’s right- 
of-way throughout the State, includ- 
ing therein the whole franchise, road- 
way, roadbed, rails and rolling stock, 
was fixed by the board at the modest 
sum of $9500. At this valuation per, 
mile, the total valuation of the right- 
of-way in this county, including fran- 
chise, rolling stock, ete., would be only 
$1,892,210. The most remarkable thing 
about the statement, however, is that 
the Santa Monica wharf is nowhere 
mentioned in it. So that after first 
reserving to itself the duty of as- 
sessing the wharf, the board, with 
tender consideration for Huntington’s 
poverty, decided that this property 
should not be assessed at all. 

The records, therefore, show that 
the only part of the Southern Pa- 
cific’s $1,000,000 wharf which pays a 
cent of taxes is the coal bunkers, as- 
sessed at $55,000. 

Had the State board seen fit to as- 
sess the remainder of the wharf, the 
valuation would have been only $9500, 
regarding the wharf as right-of-way 
but even the trifling tax which this as- 
sessment would have involved was 
deemed too much to ask from Uncle 
Collis. 

As already intimated the railroad’s 
right-of-way is most elastic in its di- 
mensions. To the mind of the ordinary 
taxpayer, who does not view such 
things through Huntington spectacles, 
a right-of-way means only the ground 
over which the railroad’s tracks run. 
Such is not the view taken by the 
Board of Equalization. It appears 
from map book No. 20, p. 12, in the 
County Assessor's office, that the tract 
of ground in this city on which the Ar- 
cade Depot stands, embracing an area 
of 10.23 acres, was assessed by the 
State board as right-of-way at the 
regular cut-rate of $9500 per mile. The 
accompanying cut is reproduced from 
the map in the County Assessor’s office. 
As the tract has an extreme length of 
1890 feet, its total valuation as. right- 
of-way was approximately $3200. On 
this basis the rate per acre is about

BAD SMASH-UP. 
Passenger Train Scatters Grain from 


a Wrecked Freight. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. } 


MILWAUKEE, Aug. 12.—A bad 
freight and passenger collision oc- 
curred today just outside the city 


limits, near Bay View, on the Chicago 
and Northwestern Railway. Two 
long freight trains were switching in 
the yard when they collided at the 
rear ends at the curve, throwing sev- 
eral cars across the track. Just after 
the freight wreck a passenger train 
from Waukesha on the Madison di- 
vision came around the curve at a 
high rate of speed. Engineer Palmer 
of the passenger train, seeing it 
would be impossible to stop his train 
in time to avoid the wreck, called 
to his fireman to jump, at the same 
time reversing the lever of the loco- 
motive.

CREAT PROSPERITY AHEAD. 
“Never, says the New York Commer- 
cial Advertiser, “was there such storing 
up of capital and energy as in this 
present war ,and the reaction at the 
end of jit will amaze the world. The 
war has made smal! drain on human 
energy, and has not yet called into ac- 
tion all of that which lies outside of the 
marrow range of those born and trained 
for the highest industrial and commer- 
cial organization and performance. But 
it has condemned industrial and busi- 
mess talent to chafe in relative idle- 
mess and accumulate energy against re- 
turn of peace. Though it has barely 
touched the capital of the country with 
taxation, it has driven it out of produc- 
tive employment by unsettling condi- 
tions trade and indrustry. so that 
the bond issue is subscribed five times 
over, 4 per cent. railroad bonds rise 
above par, and money is a drug in the 
market’at 2 per cent. These’ condi- 
tions are heightened by the coincidence 
of the largest export balance in the 
history of our foreign trade, adding 
probably half a billion dollars in gold 
imports, return of securities and cred- 
its abroad to the accumulation of na- 
tional capital.

NOT A FEDERAL OFFENSE. 


Express Companies Score a Point in 
the Stamp War. 

The Commi sstoner cf Internal Reve- 
nue, N. B. Scott; has made a decision 
which will gladen the hearts of the 
express companies which have refused 
to supply the internal revenue stamps 
which the new war revenue act says 
must be placed on all bills of lading. 
The commissicner has declared that re- 
dress is to Le obtained only through 
bringing suits in the State courts 
charging the corporations with violat- 
ing the statute laws prescribing the du- 
ties of common ¢arriers. This decision 
is at variance with the views of courts 
and commissioners who: have already 
decided against the express companies, 
and it remains to be seen whether or 
not the higher courts will interpret the 
law in the same way as Mr. Scott. 

Commissioner Scott’s decision was 

made public in a letter eddressed to 
Freight Commissioner Kelly of the 
Trades’ League of Fhiladelphia. The 
lettér is as folows: 
“I answer that the carrier who ac- 
cepts merchandise for transportation is 
required to furnish the shipper 
stamped bill cf lading or receipt there- 
for. If ‘he fails to do this he incurs 
criminal liability; but if he refuses to 
accept the goods for transportation, ex- 
cept on condition that the owner or 
shipper shail pay the sum necessary to 
purchase the stamp or stamps, in ad- 
dition to the customary charge for the 
transportation, the war-revenue law 
provides no remedy, nor does any in- 
ternal revenue law. It would seem 
that, in such cases, the aggrieved par- 
ties must depend upon the common or 
statute law of the State, defining the 
obligations of common carriers.”

LONG BEACH, Aug. 12.—[Regular Corre- 
Spondence.] That portion of the membership 
of the pacific branch of the Woman's For- 
eign Missionary Society working within the 
district of the Southerp California Methodist 
conference, occupied today’s sessions at the 
Methodist assembly. The devotional exer- 
Cises this morning were led by Mrs. M. F. 
Woodcock of Monrovia. Mrs. H. E. Pattee, 
corresponding secretary for the Woman's 
Foreign Missionary Society of the Southern 
California Methodist conference, presided at 
the other sessions. “Tithing, or God's 
Tenth,’ was the subject of a paper by Mrs. 
F. B. Rush of Los Angeles. She gave the 
early history of the tithing a4ystem, and said 
that the pulpit is to a great degree respon- 
sible for the apathy shown in the pew in the 
matter of giving. -_Human nature is selfish, 
and will not loosen its purse strings if the 
pulpit be negligent in its duty. The nine- 
tenths of one’s income that one retains be- 
longs to the Lord as fully as the one-tenth 
given to His service. Mrs. Rush spoke of 
the grand aggregate benefactions that may 
result from a multitude of small contribu- 
tions, and cited a number of instances to 
illustrate that point. . 

A vocal solo was rendered by Miss Clem- 
mie Gay of Los Angeles. “Two Great 
Needs” was the subject of a paper by Mrs. 
E. C. Seymour of Los Angeles, secretary of 
young people's work. Those feeds, she 
said, are of the society to the young women 
and of the young women to the society. All 
the women sent out by the society for mis- 
sionary service are gingle and under 30. It 
is the young women only that can master 
the linguistic difficulties of ‘the oriental, 
and especially the Chinese, languages.

schools. From that federation 1200 young 
people haye already gone to mission fields. 
Last year the members of ‘the federation 
gave $40,000 for the support of those mission- 
ariés, and $20,000 for the circulation of mis- 
sionary literature. All young women of the 
denomination need the help of the society 
to bring them into closer communication 
with the people in the mission fields, end 
give them that breadth of understanding 
which such close touch makes pousible. 

Mrs. G Whitcomb of Glendora pre- 
sented a paper on “Christian Womanhood 
Compared with Heathen Degradation.’’ She 
cited numerous instances tending to show 
that the advantages of Christian women in 
America are equal those of men save in the 
matter of suffrage. The schools, the 
churches and many organizations are com- 
posed largely of women. Where men are 
pure in their lives and courteous to women 
Christianity reigns. Even in some parts of 
Christianized Europe where the Catholic 
religion predominates, the lower classes are 
little better than beasts of burden. Mrs. 
Whitcomb went on to show in what numer- 
ous countries the condition of women has 
been ameliorated by Christianizing influ- 
ences..

FOUND IN THE MOUNTAINS. 

Two boys, Elmer Edwins and John Huff, 
about 20 years old, while hunting !n the 
mountains yesterday became separated in 
some manner, and Edwins, who became fran- 
tic for want of water, wandered away from 
his partner and would have died, had he not 
been found by Charles Walton and Ray 
Thomas, who had gone to Seal Rocks in a 
rowboat. One of the boys heard a faint 
sound and, looking to the top of, the cliffs, 
between three and four hundred feet high, 
saw Edwins wandering around in a pecullar 
manner. The rowboat was brought to anchor, 
and Walton suggested that the boys climb to 
the top of the cliff and carry water to the 
unfortunate lad. Walton started up the steep 
cliff near Seal Rocks, and he was soon f6l- 
lowed by Thomas, who had started with some 
water. Walton, the smaller of the two boys 
and used to mountain climbing, came back to 
meet Thomas, and again started up the cliff, 
this time carrying the water. Presentiy Jim 
Gardner and Hotson, two boatmen, came 
along in a steam launch, _ They fortunately 
had a rope with them, and with the assist- 
ance of the rope Walton made his way to the 
perishing lad, who was by this time weak 
and hysterical. By tying the rope to trees 
and rocks, he slowly let the boy down, and 
he and Thomas brought him to Avalon in 
their rowboat. The boy became delirious, 
but when they reached the isiand @nd he 
was given plenty of water and food he was 
soon himself again. Huff returned to the 
island early in the evening. The whole time 
consumed in bringing Edwins from the top of 
the cliff to Avalon was six hours, and he had 
been wandering since 6 o’elock in the morn- 
ing, having gone up there to hunt for wild 
goats, and having been overcome by the in- 
tense heat prevailing on the mountain tops.

PRESCOTT’S CITIZENS HONOR THE 
DEPARTING VOLUNTERRS. 


Present the Regiment With Two 
Stands of Colors —Col. MeCord 
is Given a Handsonic Saber, 
Crowds from Phoenix Attend the 
Ceremonies, 


PRESCOTT (Ariz.,) Aug. 7.—{Regular Cor- 
respondence.] The ‘Mountain Clty’ 


was yes- 
terday captured, as it were. by an invading 
host of visitors from Phoenix. They arrived 
here at 3 o'clock in the afternoon in a train 
of six heavily-loaded passeneer coaches over 
the Santa Fé, Prescott and Phoenix Railway, 


accompanied by the Picneer Hand of the cap- 
ital city and the members of the two militia 
companies. The crowd was mt at the depot 
by the Prescott Band and citizens, and alto- 
gether marched to the Courthouse Plaza, 
where at 4 o'clock began the ceremonies of 
the day—two flag presentations and a sword 
presentation to the Territorial Volunteer Reg- 
iment and Col. McCord. 

The scene at the Courthouse Plaza was a 
brilliant one. The volunteers, who marched 
in from Whipple Barracks, headed by the 
regimental band and Col. McCord and staff, 
formed in a hollow square arwund the band- 
stand on e Plaza. Inside of the hollow 
square citizens occupied the seats provided. 
The ceremonies took place at the bandstand 
and were presided over by the Hon. Reese 
M. Ling, the programme being interspersed 
with patriotic music by the regimental band. 

“We have gathered today.’ said the chair- 
man, “for the purpose of expressing our ap- 
preciation of the volunteer soldiers.”’ 

A._P. Shewman, Grand Representative of 
the Good Templars of Arizona, presented the 
regimental colors to the Territorial infantry. 
The flag is a handsome silk banner, conform- 
ing in every detail to military regulations. 

‘Nowhere in the realms where our flag 
waves,’ said Mr. Shewman, in the course of 
his presentation remarks, ‘does patriotism 
burn with more ardent glow than it does in 
the Territories of the great West. On behalf 
of the Grand Lodge of Good Templars of Ari- 
zona We present to you this beautiful silken 
battle flag. and we know that ere you return 
from the conflict you will have written honor 
upon its folds.’’ 

A. P. Walbridge, Grand Chief Templar of 
the order in Arizona, spoke on behalf of the 
Arizona Lodge. He said in part: ‘Soldiers, 
as you march from victory to victory, re- 
member as you march under this flag that 
the hearts of the Good Templars of Arizona 
ever beat in unison with yours. It seems 
very appropriate that the Good Templars 
of Arizona are accorded this honor, for pa- 
triotism, the love of country, and solicitude 
for the happiness and welfare of our fellow- 
—_ is the very foundation stone of oun or- 


Col. McCord responded briefly, but feelingly, 
to the presentation. He read the inscription 
on the on ne to the effect that the flag was 
“presented to the First Regiment Arizona- 
New Mexico-Indian Territory and Oklahoma 
Volunteer Infantry by the Good Templars of 
Arizona, August 6, 1898.’’ 

“This is not the first time,’’ said Col. Me- 
Cord, “‘that I have been the recipient of 
marked favor from the Good Templars of Ari- 
zona. Such an organization for such a ‘noble 
purpose has my hearty good wishes.’’ 

He referred to the flag presented by him 
to the Arizona battalion of ‘‘Rough Riders’’ 
three months ago. and stated emphatically 
that the flag now being received will be de- 
fended by 1300 brave men with. their lives, if 
necessary. 

The four hundred stalwart sons of New 
Mexico were evidently determined to do 
honor to the occasion as well as the Arizona 
soldiers, for at the conclusion of the presen- 
tation of the regimental colors, the chairman 
Stated that Capt. Borradaile would present 
that battalion with a stand of colors. Capt. 
Borradaile’s remarks were very brief as he 
caused the flag to be unfurled and presented 
on behalf of the ladies of his territory.

way by the same tool, the earth is left 
in a continuous rounded ridge cov- 
ered with a mulch of broken earth, 
more or less fine. When the ground 
is cultivated with a fine-tooth culti- 
vator and the soil is stirred every three 
inches, the ground appears, after re- 
moving the top soil, to have been hatch- 
cled. It is in small and irregular 
paches. As the fine cultivator does not 
turn the soil the mulch covering the 
harder soil beneath {ts mixed with small 
irregular lumps of earth. The effects 
of the two cultivators are exactly op- 
posite in their mechanical soil arrange- 
ment. The coarse-toothed cultivator 
tends to drop the fine earth at the bot- 
tom of the mulch and mix the coarser 
lumps with the finer earth above. The 
harrow tooth tends to break up the 
bottom of the mulch in lumps and 


leave them at the bottom of the tooth 
furrow. The lumpy appearance of the 
top of the soil after the coarse-tooth 
cultivation has led many to assume 
that it hastened evaporation more than 
by the use of the fine-tooth tools. With 
the condition as stated above, after 
cultivation with both implements, this 
assumption should be modified in favor 
of the large-toothed tool. 

When the soil is left rough by the 
large-toothed cultivator, or even by the 
fine cultivator, the rise of moisture 
seems to be at about the same depth 
below the top soil. The rise of mols- 
ture follows the inequalities of the 
hard soil beneath. The surface condi- 
tion of the top soil is of less effect than 
the condition of the bottom soil. The 
different cultivators reach but a few 
inches below the surface. Below the 
effect of this implement the capilarity 
of the soil is undisturbed. The plow 
breaks up the soil arrangement deeper 
than the cultivator, and causes the 
most violent readjustment of the sofl. 
My neighbor plowed deep, harrowed 
deep, smoothed with a plank leveler 
and smoother, with the result of pro- 
ducing a mulch of several inches of 
earth without apparent moisture. The 
rise of water was materially checked, 
if the top soll is an indication. An 
immense amount of water !s held in 
my cultivated top soll. What became 
of the water in his? I should say that 
he turned the top dry soil in the bot- 
tom and sides of his furrow and the 
moist soil on top, and by drying out 
the bottom soil made a_ theoretteal 
mulch at the expense of thousands of 
pounds of moisture. If this is true it 
would appear that we must produce a 
dry mulch by evaporation to prevent 
evaporation. A plus and minus equa- 
tion, with a certain minus and a 
doubtful plus. 

Irrigation changes the capilarity of 
the soil. First, by saturation. The sur- 
face tension of the particles of the soll 
is destroyed as to the rise of water. 
Second. the rise of water is checked 
by the action of gravity. Third, new 
solutions are made that coat the soil 
grain or aggregates, which either 
hasten or retard the rise and fall of 
water. Fourth, by irrigation the me- 
chanical arrangement of the soil par- 
ticles are changed in position. By 
every irrigation the soil is moved 
throughout its entire depth subject te 
the percolating fluid. Fifth, the set 
temperature is lowered and the teme 
porary action of the sun’s heat {fs an- 
nulled. Sefl dispersion and heat soon 
restore the upward rise of moiggure 
after each irrigation.
